In_all>there are cer- 
tainly 600,000 Austrian combatants. in 
dine, ant an aggregate strengih of i 
million men. ~The total number of enemy 
battalions identified, including volunteers 
and riffe club men, approximated to 500 
at the opening of the Austrian offensive, 
and hitherté-the Austrian strengths have 
been. well maintnined by thé march bat- 
talions, which -have reflected credit, on the 
Austrian organization, Add to this a 
formidable array of Austrian and Ger- 
man guns of ull. calibres, besides great 
quantities of machine-guns, and we must 
surely admit that Italy, by holding up 
such an important part of the, Austrian 
Ariny, including some. of its best elements, 
by beating it often, and by conquering 
‘some 770 square miles “of Austrian ter 
tory, has done well for the cause, and far 
better than anyone who knew Italy before 
the war-could reasonably have antici pat- 
ed.

GENERAL CADORNA'S STRATEGY. 

—The Asonzo-frontis-not for-the-moment. 
the principal point of interest, lut-it has 
been in the past, and may tend to become 
so again, because most people thik that 
it is only here that large modern armies 
can find elhow. room for ihe use of all 
their means. It is in this direction also 
that the best. strategie resulis -can bo 

hieved; and General Cadorno has -had 

e- merit of laying dowu correct prin: 
eile: of strategy from the first. and of 
adhering to them tenaciously, 7 

On the Isonzo-.front, which may be 
‘taken to extend from Plezzo” on the 
Upper Isonzo. to the. sea, there are parts 
of the Austrian Army under von -Rohr 
besides the 7th and_isth Army Corps, and 
the Nabresina Division - all - tinder 
Boroevic. This force varies between 70 
and 100-bittalions, but it is of uneven 
‘composition, and there are many units 
only fit for the defensive. It is-well en- 
trenched- in many, lines of works, and is 
supported by a strong body ‘of Austro- 
German artillery posted in ‘concealed 
positions in rear. The Is itself is 
‘nat now everywhere the dividing Jine 
hetween the hostile Armies. The Austrians 
hold the right bank at + bend of the 
river south of Tolming.and another con-.

Jeft bank from ~Plezzo through Monte 
Nero nearly to Tolmino, the bend at 
Plava, and all the.southerm section from 
the crest of the Carso opposite Gradisca 
through Monfalcone-to the sea. ‘ 
. The Austrian position’ is.a strong‘one, 
‘and even the Austrian holdings on the 
sight) bank are: not. easy to take on 
account of the flanking fire ‘of artillery 
and machine-guns posted on the left 
bank. At the same time this Austrian 
front presents points of weakness, and, 
considering the progress already mae by 
the Tialians and the scope afforded by the 
ground to the action: of important

J am, uot quite sure whe- 
ther-the Italians do. non trast too much 
to their telephones and will not regret 
the abseney of ‘good gag. signaller 
When large forees are vperating;.. and 
many shells bursting, the telephone is 
often a broken reed, “The little motor 
lorries, with about 14 ton of useful load, 
‘get about wherever there is 2 road, and 
the handy little steam tractors, which 
make light of dragging the ‘heaviest 
guns up the steepest gradients, are valu- 
able adjuncts to the defence. At the 
turns of bad zigzags, the Italians have a 
remarkable drill for men on the drag 
ropes, and in fact all difficulties have 
heen overcome. 

I recall some Italian batteries mounted
